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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-21 29-52, 56-58, drawn to making mixtures of peptides and 
surface active agents and accelerating nutrient uptake, classified in class 
435, subclass 70.1. 

II. Claims 22-28, 53-55, drawn to fermentation products, classified in class 
530, subclass 402. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Groups I and II are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the products could be made by a materially 
different process other than by fermentation of yeast cells. The product could be made 
entirely synthetically in a peptide synthesizer and with surface-active agents added to 
the synthesized product. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.

The species are independent or 
distinct because each represents a distinct organism with specialized growth 
requirements. 

This application further contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: diastatic malt, diammonium phosphate, magnesium sulfate, ammonium 
sulfate, zinc sulfate, ammonia. The species are independent or distinct because each 
represents a distinct, non-overlapping molecular structure. 

This application further contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: French Press, ball mill, high-pressure homogenizer. The species are 
independent or distinct because each represents a distinct mechanical device. 

This application further contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: ethoxylated linear alcohol, alkyl ether sulfate. The species are 
independent or distinct because each represents a distinct chemical with unique 
chemical properties 

This application further contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: anion exchange chromatography, molecular sieve chromotography. 
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The species are independent or distinct because each represents a physical process 
with divergent apparatus requirements. 

This application further contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: peptide product having molecular weight less than about 30,000, 24, 
000, 17,000daltons or between about 6,0000 to 17,000 daltons. The species are 
independent or distinct because each represents a distinct physical size product. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic.
